METHODS OF AIDING FARMERS. 

A recent publication of the United 
States Department of Agriculture said 
that the manifestation of interest by 
the transportation companies of the 
country in the betterment of agrieul- 
has recently become so pro- 
nounced and general as to attract the 
attention of all who are engaged in 
rural development; that this interest 
has been shown principally in their 
providing and running special trains 
for the dissemination of agricultural 
information among farmers, and in 
their appointing agricultural experts 
to position in the management of the 
roads to give attention to the devel- 
ment of rural communities, and to 
the proper handling of agricultural 
products shipped from distributing 
points on their several routes of rail- 
way. 

In all these directions the Southern 
Railway System has been prominent.

CENSU^REPORTS 

Show Additional Statistics on Population of 
Louisville and Jefferson County. 

Washington, Dec. 22 — The Census 
Bureau to-day issued statistics or 
the relative growth of rural and ur- 
ban communities in Kentucky coun- 
ties, which show an increase in popu- 
lation of 42.4 per cent, in Jefferson 
county, outside of Louisville, the

The density of population in Louis- 
ille and Jefferson county is 679.4, 
nd for the county outside of Louis- 
ille 100.8 per square mile. The 
rea of Jefferson county is 387 square 
niles.
